Regarding claims 1& 3, the prior art of record neither shows nor suggests a 
deflection yoke for a cathode ray tube comprising all the limitations set forth in claim 1 & 
3, particularly comprising a magnetic material which is present between the line 
deflection coils and the frame deflection coils has a magnetic permeability hi which 

satisfies the relation m < n r , where \i r is the magnetic permeability of the yoke ring. 

Regarding claim 1 1 , the prior art of record neither shows nor suggests a 
deflection unit for a cathode ray tube including the combination of limitations set forth in 
claim 1 1-,-particularly~comprisihg ^ spaces surrounded only by the 

first part of the yoke ring are filled with magnetic material. 

Regarding claim 18, the prior art of record neither shows nor suggests a 
deflection unit comprising all the limitations set forth in claim 18, particularly comprising 
first magnetic material between the line deflection coils and the frame deflection coils 
and a second magnetic material between the frame deflection coil and the yoke ring. 
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Claims 2, 4-10, 12-17, & 19-20 are allowed for being dependent on allowed base
